have been due, not to extravagance or 
folly, but to “insufficiency of business 
“ consequent at once on the absence of 
“ production by the colony of articles 
“ of exportation for Europe, and the 
“small consumption in Cochin China 
“of European goods.” As a matter of 
fact, the only real export from Saigon is 
rice, and that rice isso badly cleaned 
that it cannot command a market in 
Europe. The chief demand is in China, 
and this trade has naturally fallen 
very much into the hands of Chi- 
nese traders. English, German and 
American merchants have a share in 
the business, but the French them- 
selves none. Not only so, but the 
carrying trade also has passed into 
foreign hands, About one quarter, at 
least, used to go in French ships, but 
the rapid supercession ‘of sailing ships 
by ‘steamers has destroyed even this 
interest. “Navigation in sailing ves- 
sels, overcome by inevitable circum- 
stances, is daily retiring; and our 
French vessels are deserting these 
seas, carrying with them the only 
interest which France still found in 
its great possession of Indo-China.” 
Such, says M. Dierx, is the state of 
affairs in the point of view of the 
purely French commerce of Saigon : 
“import insignificant, export nothing, 
“ navigation already compromised, and 
“by to-morrow probably lost. In a 
“word, French commerce is without 
“present and without future, in a 
“ French possession.” 

If open confession is good, French 
commerce in Cochin China should 
derive benefit from this frank lamen- 
tation. But we see no indication in 
M, Dierx’s address, of the spirit which 
could recover from this depression, 
He sees the way, which is to ask of 
the soil new productions such as coffee, 
sugar, indigo, pepper, sesamuns, silk, 
cocoa,—all of which the fertile plains 
of Annam yield readily to the cultiva. 
tor. But it is tothe Government heap. 
poals for aid in the enterprise ; the Gov. 
ernment should supply money, Govern. 
ment should bring emigrant labour, 
and finally should annex Tonquin, which 
{contains rich productions that would 
at once take the route for Europe.” 
It is this appeal to Government, which 
forms the. weak part of M. Dierx’s ad- 
dress. He ruthlessly lays bare the 
wound, but he fails to appreciate the 
proper remedy, which is not Govern- 
ment aid, but self-exertion. Why did 
French merchants let slip out of their 
hands, the commerce which was officially 
secured to them at the ontset by the 
exclusion of foreigners from the colony? 
‘The inference is irresistible, that they 








have shown less energy than their for- 
eign rivals ; why did not they attract 
steamers from France, as well as Eng- 
lishmen brought them from England, 
when the pending change in navigation 
became apparent ? Why don’t they 
establish the relations in China which, 
M. Dierx complains, secure to English, 


German and American rivals a share in| 


the sole export trade? Why do not 
they exert themselves to raise the val- 
uable products which would supply an 
export trade to Europe? enlist French 
capitalists in the work, and import 
labour themselves? We fear the 
answer must again be given, that the 
French have nob the spirit of coloni- 
sation. It is not by Government aid, 
but by individual exertion, that En- 
glishmen have created the indigo and tea 
plantations of Hindostan, and reclaimed 
and stocked the immense farms of 
Australia. The soil of Cochin Chi- 
na is as fertile as that of Bengal; what 
attempts at cultivation have been made, 
yield we believe excellent results. The 
enterprise that applies labour and 
capital extensively to production there, 
will be handsomely rewarded; but in 
this, as in all other matters, the apho- 
rism holds good, that Hercules helps 
him who helps himself. It is not by 
Government aid, but by individual and 
self-reliant exertion, that the resources 
of Cochin-China will be developed. 

Of the proposed annexation of Ton- 
quin, we have written previously. It 
is probable the French will experience 
the same political necessity which led 
England gradually over Hindostan, 
and which always impels civilised na- 
tions to aggress on the inferior races 
with whom they come in contact. The 
latter misbehave, and punishment leads 
toconquest. But we doubt whether M- 
Dierx will find the products of Tonquin 
richer than those of Cochin China, or 
the capabilities of the province greater.

‘The English 
Council are waiting for an answer to th 
application to the Taotai, before de- 
ciding. We cannot pretend to foretell 
the Taotai’s answer, but we would rather 
the request had not been made, Wo 
ought tolook after our own concession, and 
do without aid from the Chinese Authori- 
as rigidly as we reject their interfer- 
ee. —The agent of the Messagerios Mari- 
times no reason why the Company 
should pay the Commercial tax, inasmuch 
as all its cargo is Ianded at tho Hongkew 
Wharf ; but will transmit the Council's 
application to headquarters, 

Reports of proceedings of the nglish 
Council during the past month, will bo 
found on another page, ‘The long Jntorval 
which has elapsed sinco the Inst minutes 
wore published, has allowed much of the 
information toleak out beforehand, Consi- 
dering, for instance, that the elections of 
Volunteer Officers took placo on the 4th 
August, and that their appointments wero 
made out about a month later, the present, 
announcement of their confirmation is a 
little stale, ‘The correspondence with the 
‘Taotai about the Bunding scheme, aud the 
application for a contribution towards the 
now bridges, found publicity in the minutes 
of the meeting of Treaty Consuls; and tho 
negociations with the Freuch Council 
on the same subject, through the minutes 
of the proceedings of that body. ‘there are 
still however many interosting items, ‘the 
cash balance is favourable ; and indicates, 
we hope, asatisfactory state of the revenue, 
—Tho proposal to obtain from the several 
Consuls information regarding transfers of 
land made in their offices, will enable an 
accurate record to be kept by the Council. 
—The correspondence about the hideous 
obstraction called Howard’s Wharf shows 
an inclination on Mr. Hanbury’s part to 
have the full benefit obtainable from the 
improvements contemplated. His pro- 
posals amount to this, that the Council 
shall do everything, and hand over to 
him an improved property, a ready 
made bund, and new pontoon jetty ; 
the third condition, that the Council shall 
|alter the Bund line if there be still any mud. 
flat apparent a year hence is, to say no 
more, unwise in Mr, Hanbury's own in- 
terests. We have bunded ont enough, 
and shall soon reach Pootung if we 



































go on—a result which would hardly bo 
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beneficial to property. A little dredging 
on the opposite side would be an agree- 
able change. ‘The proposals of the Council 
are couched in a spirit of concession 
which we have no doubt will lead to an 
understanding.—The opening of a new 
road between the Ningpo and Peking 
Roads, on tho old race course, will be con- 
venient. 

‘A match Mih-ho-loongs v. 8. 0. 0. was 
played on Monday and Tuesday, and 
resulted in @ victory for the latter with 
9 wickets to go down. 

The Yacht Club had arranged to make 
the firat cruise of the season on Saturday, 
but it fell through owing to the absence of 
wind. It would have rosolved itself merely 
into adrift up on the flood, and a drift 
down with the ebb, 

The game of Chess between Chefoo and 
Shanghai, tho opening of which we recorded 
some 18 months ago, has been at length 
brought to a conclusion by the Shanghai 
players resigning in favor of their Chefoo 
opponents, We can only say that tho 
result is not very creditdble to Shanghai. 

‘Woe regret very much to learn that news 
has boon received by telegram, of the 
death of Mr. J, McDouall, Manager of 
the Oriental Bank in Hongkong, through 
injuries received by being thrown out of 
his carringo. 

‘We hear that it has been decided to build 
fa first order Light on Ockseu. All the 
materiuls are ready, and quantity h 
boon alroady shipped to Foochow, Mr. 
Henderson went down in the Dragon on 
Saturday, and will shortly start tho actual 
building. 

‘We hear also that the difficulty which 
had boon found in buying a site for a 
North lighthouse on the Shantung promon- 
tory has been overcome. Money has set- 
tled the question with the owners who 
demurred to sell their mow of rock. 

‘Tho Woosung Bar is forming, now, not 
only an obstruction to the larger class of 
vossels, but to the lighter draught paddle 
steamers of tho P. M.S. and Yangtszo 
lines, ‘The Costa Rica got aground in 
crossing on Sunday, and after being de- 
tained a tide was got off with the assistance 
of a couple of tugbosts. The Hupeh is 
also reported to have stuck the samo day. 
The Fronch mail atx. Peiho was detained 
about 24 hour 

The U.S. warship Hartford left on 
Saturday, for Nanking and river ports ; and 
the Yantic will leave soon for Hongkong, 
‘Manila, and a cruise in the Lulu Sea. 

The propensity for buying produce at 
high rates and selling at low, is evidently 
not confined to Silkmen, Witness the 
following quotation from the Liverpool 
Albion :—“The, two markets (Liverpool 
and Now York) approached each other 
most nearly the first week in October, the 
advantage to the shipper or importer of 
letting cotton alone being 14. a lb. This 
temptation, however, proved utterly in- 
sufficient, and the inducement increased 
rapidly, but without result. Nothing 
stopped the flow of cotton to this port, 
and the greater the losses which stared 
the operator in the face, the bolder 
his courage, the more elevated his bene- 
volence.”” 























Our Psxrxe correspondent hears that 
the £60,000 Railway was offered to the 
Emperor by Mr. Wade, before he leit 
Poking—and refused! We expected no 
other result. We are also sorry to hear 
that Mr. Malet is likely to leave the 
Legation, having been ordered to Athens. 
—It is rumoured that the Chinese Govern- 
ment have decided on sending a mission to 
Cuba, to enquire into the alleged ill-treat- 
ment of the Chinese emigrants to that port ; 
and that the Commissioners of Customs of 
Tientsin and Hankow will accompany the 
Chinese Envoys. We give this as it has 
reached us, without vouching for its ac- 
curacy. It is further said that the step 
has been taken at tho invitation of the 
Spanish Government. 

Our Nzweswane correspondent writes, 
on the 7th instant :—The only news is that 
‘Mr. Man has arrived to take up the post of 
Commissioner, which Mr. Taintor vacates, 
‘The latter starts to-morrow for atrip to the 
Corean gate, and goes down to Shanghai 
return, I may add that his plucky 
resistance to the brigands, lately, up- 
country, has gained him equal udos from 
the Chinese and foreign authorities,—I 
am in hopes we may haye a gunboat after 
all, but we know nothing certain,— 
The country is drying up, and the 
demand for manufactures is improving, 
though it has still not been very brisk. 

Li Hungchang left Travrsmx on the 6th 
instant, in the Chinese gunboat Chinkai, to 
visit the forts at Singching, Taku, and Pei- 
tang; he is expected back on the 9th, and 
will then go to Paoting.—Training is going 
on actively for the Regatta, which is to come 
off on the 13th.—The weather is fine and 
clear by day, and pleasantly ool in the 
evening. Still there is a great deal of 
sickness about. 

Our Haxxow correspondent writes : 
‘There is nothing very startling to report 
sinco my last. ‘The Students from Wuchang 
are paying us visits and behaving them- 
solves well ; of course there is a good deal 
of staring at the barbarians, but we don't 
charge them anything for that.—A Cricket 
Match Iast week afforded an opportunity 
for a day’s outing. There was, however, 
a good deal more fun than skill.—A picnic 
to the Buugalow on the Hill, on Monday 
Inst, gave us another opportunity of enjoy- 
ing ourselves, in whicn [several Ladies 
shared.—A Rifle Competition is the next 
event, Tho weather turned‘out very bad, 
and the shooting had to be postponed till 
next day, but without any better luck.— 
‘The Mosquito has arrived, and the Ringdove 
goes to-night. 

‘The weather at Swarow has been sim- 
ply abominable, Nothing but rain and 
squalls every day and all day. On the 
20th ult. a strong E.N.E. gale knocked 
away a lot of the wood-work of the Con- 
sular pier, and capsized several sampans, 
drowning the boatmen and passengers, 
However, it is an ill wind that blows no 
‘one good, and owing to the great rainfall, 
the crops promise to be better than was 
at first anticipated. 

The Daily Press learns that a somewhat 
serious difficulty has arisen in con 
quence of the Viceroy at Canton endea- 


























vouring to levy new duties at Harwan, 
The An-lan was sont to assist in en- 
forcing the viceregal decree ; but it seomg 
that the people have flatly refused to 
comply with it; and by, simply paying 
a number of coolies the moderate sum of 15 
conts a day (their average wages boing 
about 16 cash), they got together a sufficient 
force to make a show of opposition to the 
mandarins, A despatch was sent by the 
Footai at Hainan to the Vicoroy, stating 
that the people had risen, and that it was 
quite impossible to impose the tax. It 
thought, however, that the Footai is in 
reality rather in favour of the opposition 
to taxation on the territory immediately 
under his control, and is disposed to wink 
at the popular demonstration. It is a pity 
that foreigners should be mixed up in mat- 
ters of this kind, They may be called 
affairs of revenue, but are frequently re- 
markably like petty civil wars, 

The prevalent reports of bad weather 
reach us from Hyogo also.—Pho brig 
Admiral, whose crew have arrived, has 
been driven a hundred yards up the 
reach ; the gale in which she was lost hav- 
ing only sent her 10 yards above high 
water mark.—The Hiogo Race Meeting 
comes. off on the Gth, 7th, and 8th prox- 
imo, and will embrace 17 events.—Tho 
News reiterates complaints of tho fre- 
quency of robberies and the inefficiency 
of the Japanese police. A Mr, N. Macleod 
is lecturing to show that Jinmu'‘Tenno, the 
firet Emperor of Japan, and his samourai, 
were identical with the Ten Lost Tribos 
of Israel. 

An account of a typhoon which has been 
experienced at Yoxouaata, will bo found 
at the end of the paper.—One of the Mi- 
kado's wives has borne him a son, which 
died prematurely.—A summary of current 
nows will be found under the ‘Outports” 
heading. 

Some excitement has been caused in tho 
South, by the arrest by the Mantua Gov- 
ernment of two German vessels charged 
with trading in arms to the Sooloo islands, 
Particulars will be found elsewhere. It 
will be remembered that we published 
@ecree regarding these islands in a late 
issue. 

Onur readers will be interested in a trans- 
lation which we reprint from the Daily 
Press, of an address by the President of tho 
Saroox Chamber of Commerce, regarding 
the decline of French trade at that port, 
Tho burden of the complaint seems to be, 
that what trade there is is passing into the 
hands of foreigners; and Governmont aid to 
planting, and the establishment of a French 
Sottloment in Tonquin, are advocated aa 
means to improvement. 

‘The Singapore Times learns from PENANG, 
that on Saturday (20th) H. M.S. Midge, 
Capt. Grant, went up the Laroot rivers 
with the halia’s boats, attacked and 
destroyed two stockades, and penetra 
ted as far as Laroot town, where, after 
some hard fighting, the Chinese faction 
surrendered unconditionally and gave up 
their arms, acknowledging thnt their con- 
duct had been very bad. Tho Chinese 
fought, and lost heavily from tho rockets 
and shells. On our side soveral men were 
wounded, one severely, but none killed.

‘THE LAND REGULATIONS. 
A waroraL inference from the com- 
plete apathy shown in Shanghai to the 
proposed revision of the Land Regula- 
tions, would be that people are content 
with them as they are. We do not 
think, however, that it would be a 
correct one. In the first place, we are 
barely emerging from the busy season 
—a season which has not been so 
exceptionally smooth and free from 
anxiety that people needed to seek 
occupation in discussing Municipal poli- 
ties ; in the second, they have appoint- 
ed a Committee—that universal remedy 
for all evils, that solution of all difficul- 
ties—and do not of courseneedtotrouble 
themselves further in the matter. Re- 
solution xx1m passed at the last Rate- 
payers’ meeting, ordered “ that the For- 
eign Consular body be requested by the 
incoming Council to take the matter 
into their consideration, and that a 
Committee of not less than seven Ratc- 
payers be now nominated, to confer 
with and assist the Consuls in regard 
to such matter.” And seven gentlemen 
wore nominated accordingly. The Con- 
sular body met this Committee at the 
Municipal Offices on the 24th June 
last; nobody seemed prepared with 
any definite ideas of reform; and the 
Committee were requested to obtain 
some. That is to say, the Consuls asked 
the Committee what they proposed ; 
the Committee thought the initia. 
tive lay with the Consuls; the Consuls 
had no specific proposal to bring 
forward, and so the Committee were 
requested to take evidence as to 
the defects alleged to exist in the Land 
Regulations, and to report to the 
Consuls, for their information. The 
interval since the meeting has been, as 
we have remarked, to busy for us to 
expect reasonably that the gentlemen 
composing the Committee would have 
much time to discuss Municipal reform; 
and heat and business have no doubt 
combined to deter outsiders from 
offering suggestions. 

‘As, however, we are now emerging 
from these disagreeables into a period 
of comparative calm and cool weather, 
the subject will no doubt be again 
taken up; and we again suggest that 
Ratepayers who have ideas on the sub- 


ject should put them forth for the. 


information of their delegates. It is 
not quite fair, though it is very much 
the custom here, to expect Committees 
to do everything—both to find ideas and 
to putthem into shape. But reference 
to a Committee is such a delightfully 
easy way of getting rid of a trouble. 
some question, that it is no wonder 
people like to throw on their represent- 
atives the whole burden of the task. 
Moreover, it is chiefly at the period of 
Ratepayers’ Meetings that the incon- 
gruities of the Land Regulations suggest 
themselves; the impression dies away 
after a few months, to be revived only at 
the next meeting, when renewed incon- 





venience suggests anew the desire for 
amendment. One's prevalent idea in 
the interval is that the Land Regula 
tions are somewhat unintelligible, very 
complicated, and clearly defective as 
they would not reach ponies and dogs ; 
and that the task of untying the knots, 
straightening out the complications, 
and supplying the deficiencies is greater 
than one cares to grapple with. It is 
probable, however, that each member of 
the Consular body and each member 
of the Committee—being human—feels 
a similar difficulty. And that being so, 
it is fair, as we said before, that any 
one having a notion of reform on any 
one subject should put it forward for 
consideration. It may prove a pearl, 
or it may not; but it is precisely the 
function of a Committee to collect the 
gems and discard the rubbish—if such 
should possibly be tendered them. 

Inthe meantime, the speech with 
which Mr. Remnie introduced, at the 
Ratepayers’ meeting, his resolution in 
favour of revising the regulations, sug- 
gests several of the defects in the existing 
Code. In the first place; it would be 
well to separate the clauses relating to 
Land and to Municipal Government 
into two sections, and to re-write the 
whole or greater part of the entire 
book, its Chinese origin and the fre- 
qnent emendations and additions in- 
volving considerable indistinctness in 
its present style. In the next, defects 
exist in powers of taxation. “If asked,” 
Mr, Rennie said, “ whether it was pos- 
sible to tax ponies, to establish a Lock 
Hospital, to grant a charter to a Tram. 
way Company, or a Gas or Water- 
works Company, he must answer—no. 
If he were told that Livery Stables 
beyond the Defence Creek objected to be 
taxed although they derived the benefit 
of Municipal Police, &., he would be 
obliged to admit their right to do so.” 
And he might have extended the re- 
mark to the whole of the residences on 
the Bubbling Well Road, which contri- 
bute not one cash towards the Munici- 
pal revenue, while contributing largely 
to its expenditure. Then there is the 
question of proxy-voting, which has 
caused much strong feeling, and which 
certainly needs to be defined more 
clearly. We have always held that the 
right of voting by proxy now enjoyed 
by actual residents was never contem- 
plated by the Regulations ; but in this 
respect as in many others, the Regula- 
tions are so indistinct that a doubt has 
arisen which has been interpreted in the 
widest sense. ‘These are a ew of the 
points which have gained prominence; 
others will no doubt suggest themselves 
on reflection, to any one who will study 
the small pamphlet in which our Con- 
stitution is at present comprised. We 
repeat that the time for study and dis- 
cussion is now opportune, to help the 
Committee and the Consular Body in 
the task of revision. 





MUNICIPAL. 
Watt we are glad to see the possi- 
bility of more intimate communication 





between the Municipal Council and 
the Chinese authorities, we are not 
altogether disposed to view with satis 
faction too many claims for pecuniary 
assistance. There are circumstances 
which render the application of the 
Council for a contribution towards the 
cost of the bridges over the Soo- 
chow Oreck, just and expedient, but 
there may be a danger to foreign 
interests should such application be- 
come a precedent. In the first place, 
the action of the Council in the matter 
of the Bridge monopoly, irrespective 
ofall question as to its advisability, 
was directly in favour of the Chinese 
population, and particularly of the 
outside population, who were not 
Tinble to Municipal taxation, The 
relief to the agricultural inhabitants 
without the limits of the Settlements 
has undeniably been great, and the 
proposed payment by. the Taoutai 
would only be in consonance with ordi- 
nary custom, that the districts bene- 
fited should’ contiibute in proportion 
to the benefit to be derived. The pro- 
posed bridge at the Honan Road would 
in like manner be as much in the 
interest of the Chinese outside as in- 
side the Settlements, and as the con- 
tribution is only intended to go towards 
the capital cost, leaving all expenses 
of repairs to be borne by the commu- 
nity, the principle involved is logical. 
But if there are special cases, all 
the more caution must be used that, 
in such requests, special cases shall not 
be allowed to become precedents. 
We cannot shut our eyes to the 
fact that Chinese Mandarins, if appa- 
rently moved to a liberal action, will 
take care that their own finances shall 
be reimbursed; and it is in the last 
degree inadvisable that the Council 
should pave the way for extra inter- 
ferences within the limits. Fortunately, 
within the last few years, a better 
feeling seems to have existed, arid the 
potty attempts at exaction which used 
to cause so much annoyance, and 
interfere so much with police arrange. 
ments, have been reduced to a minimum; 
and we deprecate claims on the part 
of the Council which would give a 
cover to a renewal of this state of 
affairs. Such claims as that for the 
repairs of the Yang-king-pang bridges, 
appear to us to be matters exclu- 
sively affecting the Councils, who have 
all the requisite powers to tax the Settle- 
ments for their repair, The action of the 
Council in the matter of the Hongkew 
flood-gates does not seem equally clear, 
but it must be remembered that the dis- 
trict affected pays no direct taxes at 
present to the Council, who might either 
eave the work undone, or carry it out 
with taxes levied on districts which have 
only an indirect interest in it. Tho 
petition of the Lowza landrenters to 
be exempted from taxes on their land, 
because they have never sold to fo- 
reigners, seems ridiculous on the face of 
it. They enjoy all the benefits of mu- 
nicipal government, including a very 
great advance in the value of the proper- 
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ty they hold; the tax is an extremely 
light one, and has always been willingly 
paid by owners of land in the other por- 
tions of the Settlements. Formerly, in 
case of a foreigner desiring to purchase 
land within the limits of the Settle. 
ments, it was held that the Chinese 
owner could not refuse to sell. Of late 
years this rule has been relaxed, and 
the Chinese renter is as free in every 
respect as the foreign owner. The 
proof is that large plots of ground in 
the district sin question remain still in 
the occupation of Chinese, notwith- 
standing that foreigners have many 
times sought to purchase. As we have 
snid before, the owners enjoy all the be- 
nefits of Municipal improvements and 
government, while it is undeniable that 
their properties have greatly increased 
in value. If they object to their 
share is the burdens of property 
holders, “it would be only fair to 
insist on the revival of the old rule 
that they should give place to those 
who are willing to contribute to the 
general fund. ‘There are, of course, 
districts contained within the Hongkew 
Settlement still in use. for agricultural 
purposes. It has never been in con- 
templation to levy any tax on these, as 
they receive no direct benefit from the 
Municipality; but the twelve families 
in the Lowza can claim no such 
exemption from a reasonable impost. 
It is satisfactory to find that the matter 
of the Bunding at the North of the 
Soochow Creek has beon made the sub- 
ject of communication between the 
Council and the Chinese authorities. 
It would be still more satisfactory, if 
the question of the improvement of the 
Creek up to the Stone Bridge were 
taken in hand. The money expended 
by the Chinese in deepening the upper 
part of the Creek bids fair to be thrown 
away, so long as the lower part is 
allowed to silt up; and as harmony 
seoms at present to reign, the time is 
not inopportune to biing this matter 
forward. 


‘THE EMPEROR. 


Ar the present timo there is a peculiar 
reason for striving to have accurate 
notions of the status of the Ruler of 
China. ‘The veil that so long covered 
him is now torn aside, and he has been 
. seen with the bodily eyes of the Bar- 
barians. We will endeavonr then 
briefly to show how this august per- 
son differs from other Oriental Poten- 
tates, og. the Sultan of Turkey, and 
the recently celebrated Shah of Persia. 
‘There is a fashion very prevalent in 
‘Western countries, of glorifying and ex- 
tolling the Ruler of China because of 
his supposed connection with the Sun, 
the Moon, and the Stars. Now much 
fantastic nonsense is talked in this 
connection. Yet, like all exaggeration, 
there is a basis for the superstrac- 
ture of folly and Oriental fanfa- 
ronade. The Emperor is the “son of 
heaven” by no physical sonship, but 
because He is the chosen agent and 





representative on earth of that supreme 
ruling power or providence, of which 
the Chinese from the most ancient 
times to the present day have always 
hada more or less lively conception 
under the name Teen or Heaven.” Now 
this a very different thing from Divine 
Right dwelling ina family. Weare apt 
to regard China as an hereditary 
monarchy. It is an empire so conspi- 
cuous from its venerable age, that we 
are naturally inclined to think and 
speak of it as a country where the 
dindem is handed down from sire to 
son in regular and unbroken succes 
sion. This view, however, is ntterly 
mistaken. There is in the Middle 
Kingdom absolutely no such thing as 
hereditary right. 
not even select his eldest son of neces- 
sity, to succeed him. He has entire 
authority in the matter, and marks out 
any one he pleases for the dignity and 
responsibility of the sceptre. Of course 
another consideration comes in here. 
Respect for the paternal relation is a 
very potent consideration -in China. 
The fabric of society has been said, truly 
enough, to be held together by obedience 
to the 5th Commandment. The filial 
relationship is the one relationship 
around which all feelings of reverence, 
affection and loyalty centre. Since 
this is the case, it follows naturally that 
in point of fact the Father has gener- 
ally nominated his son as his heir; but 
we should always remember that it is 
entirely an act of free choice, and that 
no constitutional requirements force the 
father so to act. Mr. Meadows re- 
marked many years ago:—“ The prin- 
cipal that no man is entitled by birth 
to reign over them, is better known to 
360 millions of China than it is known 
to the twenty-seven millions of Great 
Britain and Ireland that they are en- 
titled to be tried by their peers.” 

Yet, though we do well to throw 
aside all European notions of a Divine 
Right, there is a peculiar religious 
notion attached to the Imperial charac 
ter, which is not to be lost sight of 
His position is so august, his responsi. 
bilities are so vast, his power for good 
or evil stretches so far, that Heaven 
and Earth are alike interested in him. 
If he does well all is tranquil, but if he 
transgresses, the aspect of nature is 
disturbed. The earthquake, the tornado, 
the comet, and the flood are signs that 
Heaven is displeased with his vice- 
gerent, and are always regarded as dis- 
tinct expressions of the anger of Deity. 
We read in Mencius : “In the Book of 
History it is said: Heaven having pro- 
duced the inferior people, appointed for 
them rulers and teachers with the pur- 
pose that they should be assisting to 
God.” Tt appears then, that the view of 
their Sovereign’splace and duties heldby 
the Chinese is in the main simple, and 
not servile or degrading to the subject. 
It is easy to point to the backslidings 
and shortcomings of many of the 
Emperors. And it is easier to ridicule 
the actual working of the Chinese con- 
stitutional system ; but in the midst of

a general picture of corruption and in- 
efficiency, we often notice very correct 
and sound elementary principles. One 
thing is well worthy of notice, viz., that 
these strange people have never for a 
moment realized the idea so familiar to 
Europe, of “a right divine to govern 
wrong.” Tue doctrine of Filmer, for 
which hundreds of intelligent English- 
men fought and died in the 17th cen- 
tury, has never for a single instant 
found favour in this country, though 
the Chief of the State is armyed in a 
magnificent garment of sounding titles 
and seems to be regarded as semi- 
Divine. Our maxim: “the King can 
do no wrong,” is nob admitted here, 





THE MISSIONARY QUESTION. 
Ir is a favourite remark that what is 
technically called the Missionary Ques- 
tion arises periodically in China. 
Certainly there are particular periods 
when the public journals open their 
columns to the discussion of questions 
relating to the conflict between the old 
faiths of the Middle Kingdom and the 
innovating doctrines of the Religion of 
Christendom. It is curious how very 
little progress is made in the matter, 
and how the same points are argued 
and re-argued by the two parties, with- 
out any material variety, and with a 
certain stiffness and monotony of 
method which refuses to see any truth, 
alike in the allegations of critics un- 
favourable to Missionary enterprise and 
in the zealous apologies of the men 
engaged in evangelization work, Wo 
hear perpetually that Protestant Mis. 
sionaries are injudicious or half ine 
structed, and that Societies at Home 
are too exigent in demanding reports 
of conversions; and on the other 
side we are reminded that, if wo 
want trustworthy books on China, 
those only are to be read which Mis- 
sionaries have produced. A long and 
honourable“ list of names confirms this 
statement. The trath is that the whole 
matter wants readjustment and recon- 
sideration. There is no doubt an enor- 
mous amount of energy, and time, and 
money expended in the attempt to 
make Buddhists and Confucianists 
Christians. ‘The attempts are obviously 
worthy of the highest consideration, for 
earnest work is always respectable and 
praiseworthy—respectable because of 
the importance of the object; praise. 
worthy becanse of the devotion of those 
who undertake it. Still truth is many. 
sided, and the systems that are recom- 
mended to the notice of the heathen are 
so diverse, that he may perhaps be par- 
doned for hesitating as to whether 
he shall desert his ancestral altars 
at the bidding of men whose trum- 
pets give such uncertain sounds. At 
all events he must be struck by the 
fact that he scarcely differs more from 
Christians than Christians differ from 
each other; and if he is not fired with 
a passionate love of truth, he may very 
naturally be expected to put off acquies- 
cing in the New Doctrine until he sees 
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a little more unity amongst those who 
advocate it. The fact that there are 
three great parties each calling the 
Supreme Being by a different name, 
may well puzzle a Chinaman, and 
induce him, though he has never read 
the Universal Prayer, to think with 
Pope that it matters little whether we 
call the object of Our Worship :— 
“ Jehovab, Jove, or Lord.” 

If he pushes his enquiries, he may 
perhaps find that the sect which holds 
to the one name of Deity accuses the 
sect which advocates the other name 
of worshipping an Object less vener- 
able than useful; and he may, if he 
copies some of his Teachers, become 
more indignant with the party which 
opposes him than submissive to those who 
have taken more pains to show him 
the errors of opponents than the “more 
excellent way” of charity. At best it 
is to bo feared his views will be hazy, 
‘and he will be rather discontented with 
his former faith than established in 
the new ‘one. Many other considera- 
tions come in, The attitude of the 
lay foreigner is not always such as 
to prepossess the native in favour of 
clerical teaching. His very presence 
in the country is nob easy to explain 
except on grounds of self-interest, and 
the memory of acts of warlike violence— 
brought about of course in many cases 
by his own perfidy—will rankle in his 
breast and prevent his taking kindly 
to tho Missionary’s efforts. We shall 
not be very wrong if we say that-the 
Hindoo and the Chinaman regard 
‘Western intruders very much as the 
sabjects of Saladin’ regarded the 
Crusaders. For merchants are Crusa- 
ders, with a flag of Commerce instead 
of an emblazoned banner blessed by the 
Pope. -'There are some strong but not 
altogether impertinent remarks in this 
connection, in a recent spegch on Indian 
Missions, delivered we believe in Boston, 
U.-S, by the Rev. Geo. L. Chaney. 
Without approving the-writer’s strong 
Ianguage, we yet think it worth while 
to copy a passage. The whole address 
is to be found in the Ohristian Register, a 
paper published in Boston and Chicago, 

“J will only ask you to imagine that 
Lord Cornwallis, instead of failing in his 
endeavour to stbjugate this America of 
ours, had succeeded ; that Yorktown, in- 
“atead of witnessing his surrender, had been 
d with his triumph ; imagine that the 
ast century had been a century of British 
rule instead:of American independence in 
‘his land ; imagine that the surrender of 
‘Washington had been followed by a suc- 
cession of governors sent over from Eng- 
Jand who, in order to fill the coffers of a 
scheming’ corporation, and increase the 
government revenues, scrupled at no act 
“Of injustice, breaking sacred oaths and 
treaty obligations, on pretexts which were 
more often the invention of a greedy ambi- 
tion than the offense of a rebellious 
people; conceive these ‘invaders, under 
cover of relieving your several States of the 
burden of government, gradually stealing 
first the functions, then the emoluments, 
and, finallj, the very land and property of 
these United States ; conceive a man with 
‘the thieving ability of the Tammany 
‘Jeaders, the audacity of Brigham Young, 
the brutality of Nana Sahib, the ambition 
of a Bismarck ; imagine Warren Hastings 























and Clive let loose upon this conquered 
land, and followed in their career of des- 
potism and robbery by other governors, 
whose virtues never stood in the way of 
new aggrandizements ; behold this country, 
conquered, spoiled, and reduced to terri- 
fied subjection, instead of being the 
Rew of England, claiming and receiving 

lamages for secondary wrongs ; behold all 
this,—and then imagine a company of mis- 
sionaries of the Church of England landing 
‘on these shores and attempting to convert 
us to the Established ligion ! Would 
you join ?” 

There is no doubt a measure of truth 
in these remarks. The Religion which 
a dominant and alien race strives to 
foree on a weak or subjugate people 
cannot by any possibility be popular 
with the latter. There will always be 
unscrapulous natives who will find 
their interest in adopting or pretending 
to adopt the Faith of the Conquerors; 
and as these men are sure to be dis- 
covered and detected, and as men who 
have left home for a long time will be 
sometimes négligent in the performance 
of Religious duties, the European Creed 
will be discredited in the conquered 
land, alike by the hypocrisy of insincere 
converts and the laxity of the original 
professors. China differs from India 
in many very iinportant particulars, and 
the position of Foreigners in this 
country is different from the position 
of the English in India; but so far as 
Religion is concerned, many assertions 
are true of both countries.

‘TLENTSIN. 


On the forenoon of the 4th instant, the 
Chineso gunboat Chinkai left her anchor- 
age, about half a mile below this Sottle- 
ment, passing up the river, and coming to 








an anchor off the Custom House. On the 
following forenoon Le Hung-chang went 
onboard, and at eleven am. she got up 


anchor and passed the Settlement for 
fortresses of Sinching, Taku and 
Peitang. His Excellency’ visits these 
places, we have been told, for the purpose 
of inspecting the works which have been 
exeouted there during tho past summer. 
Some few days back it was whispered about 
in town that peremptory commands had 
come down from Peking that the works 
going on at the Sinching fortress be at 
once stopped ; as the money being expended 
on them could no longer be spared for 
such a purpose, Every day within the 
last half month I have noticed large ‘mam- 
bers of laborers ( {‘navvies”) with bundles 
on their backs, walking through this place 
from the direction of Sinching ; thus ap- 
parently corroboratin 
the inference being 
had been discharged, and were returning 
ty their homes in the interior of the pro- 
vince and to Shantung. 

1L appeared to people, here, atrange that 
the Viceroy should leave Tientsin just the 
day before the 15th day of the 8th moon, 
lien the greatest festival of the year 
(that of the New-year of course excepted) 
was close it hand; and when, if the 
Viceroy had been at his yamun, all the 
territorial and other mandarins of Tientsin 
would have considered it their duty to 
call upon him. We are led to understand 
that H. E. will be back in his yamun 
by the evening of the 9th instant ; and 
that he will start two days later for 
an inspection of the canal and river 
gaps in the interior. After having con- 





























cluded that official work, he will ‘then, 
itis stated, at once proceed on to Paou- 
ting. The Viceroy’s family. will leave 
here for Paouting on tho 11th instant, 
‘While, the Viceroy is residing at Tiontsis 
there is always considerable life and stir 
in official quarters; his leaving here, 
consequently, so early this year, ‘will cause 
an unusual dullness in the city, which is 
already very quiet in the business parts of 
the town, 

In the Peking Gazette of the 21st Sep- 
tember we read a memorial from Chang- 
shun, in which His Majesty is informed 
that ‘Chinkin, the Customs Taoutai at 
Tientsin, had presented to the local go- 
vernment of Puliasutai city in the Khanato 
of Samoin, lying northwest of tho Selen; 
river, oné hundred and twenty double 
barreled muzzle loading guns (but whether 
rifles or smooth Lores or carbines it is im- 
possible to ascertain from the memorial) 
and ten thousand percussion caps. ‘These 
articles were handed over to a mandarin, 
agent of the local goverument of Oroumtsi, 
who appears to have been at this place en 
gaged in making purchases of arms, & 
&c., for the chief officer of the above 
hamedregion, Chang-shun prays His Ma-

CHINKIANG, 


‘We begin to enjoy the cool weather, and 
need only wait a little longer for ahorter 
days and less heat, to really enjoy hunting. 
The river keeps its banks full much later 
than usual this season, though it shows 
signs of a change soon. 

The Troquois, Captain Adams, is here 
awaiting tho visit of Admiral Jenkins, who 
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is expected in the Hartford next week, so 
we look forward to one event, at least. 
We cannot blame the officers of the Lro- 

is for preferring Shanghai to Chin- 

iang, but what is their loss is our gain, 

and we want them. to stay as long as 
possible, 

‘Trade is still very dull, and all are await- 
ing with anxious eyes the next Qustoms 
Gazette. Grey Shirtings seem to be in little 
demand, and it is reported but small sales 
were made in September. Building has now 
entirely stopped, and lands are at a dis- 
count. It is said that one man who owns 
a lot on the British Concession, refused 
Tis, 1800 for it last spring and now cannot 
get an offer of ‘Ts. 800-—a considerable 
change in a short period. 

‘The students have nearly all returned 
from the examinations at Nanking, and it 
is reported that they have caused some 
trouble with foreign boats coming up from 
Shanghai, at or near Tantu, Mr. Walker 
has a boat on the way that has not been 
heard from for several day 

Colonel Flint, U. 8. Consul, has been out 
prospecting, and has been successful in dis- 
covering a bed of peroxide or specular iron 
ore, not far from Chinkiang. He states 
that the quality is the same as that of the 
famous Iron Mountain in Missouri, and 
is very easy to be worked. Who knows 
but we may see blast-furnaces and rolling- 
mills in this Mart of the Yangtsze?” All 
that is needed is coal near the iron de- 
posits, and it is not very distant to several 
coal veins—some think we have them not 
far from the Port, 

‘We have shipped some 4,000 chests of 
Green Tea from Chinkiang this season, and 
expect more the coming year. The trip 
of the U, S. Consul to’ the green tea 
districts of An-hwei seems to have had one 
good result, that of lowering the barrier 

iues, or rather commuting them, from Tae- 
ping’ Hsien and othor points north of the 
mountains, so that the tea is sent to river 
ports at the same rates as to Wuhu, A 
good deal has passed down to Shanghai in 
native boats. A cargo from Lung-mén- 
toun stopped here the other day. 

It ia reported that our present Tao 
Li Chang-hwa, has been appointed Pro: 
-vinoial Solt Commissioner. “ft neems un- 
expected, as it was thought that the Taotai 
at Shanghai would be promoted as Salt 
Commissioner, and Li go to Shanghai ; but 
it is feared that Shén is too friendly with 
foreigners, to get the place at present.

FoocHOW. 


‘The Foochow market report of the 3rd 
October says a slightly increased business 
had been done in tea during the week. 
Settlements of congou had been 11,600 
‘chests at ‘Tis. 43 a Tis. 22, A slight’ con- 
cession is observable for ordinary to fair 
‘common, while other kinds have been taken 
‘at provious rates. Teas have been com- 
ing forward rather freely during the week, 
arrivals amounting to 20,400 chests. The 
total export.of tea to London is 34,613,595 
Ibs., ajgainst 35,213,299 at same period last 
year. The Lord Macaulay, Ambassador, Si- 
rius and Cassandra have sailed during the 
fortnight, The Ger. steamer Sylvia from 
Shanghai, bound for London and Ham- 
burg, called on the 28th ultimo, but owing 
to the scarcity of steamer tonnage offering, 
loft on the 30th without engaging cargo. 
‘The British ship Thyatira arrived from 
Shanghai on the 30th ; as yet, her destina- 
tion is uncertain, The British barque 
Denbighshire is now advertized to load_for 
‘New York at £3.10 per 40 feet. ‘The Bri- 
tish steamer Glenfalloch arrived here from 
Shanghai on the 30th ultimo, and is leav- 
ing to-day for New York, vid Amoy and 
Suez Canal, ‘The rate by this steamer for 
tea hence to New York is £5 per 40 feet. 
‘Vessels on the berth for London,—Caro-

S. Trafalgar, and 8. S. Hector. For

Tho Foochow Herald says that, in the case 
of Messrs. Adamson, Bell & Co. versus the 
‘Teheun Tai Hong, (referred to in the N.-C. 
Herald of the 4th inst.) the authorities have 
decided in favor of the complainants, and 
that the chop was sifted in the complain- 
ants’ godown, and three hundred and ninety 
pounds of refuse taken therefrom and 
thrown into the river, from the complain- 
ants’ jetty ; the bulk, thus cleansed, was 
returned to the defendants, who were 
severely reprimanded. We think that 
great credit is due to H. B. M. Consul for 
his energetic action in the matter; the 
thanks of the community are also due to 
Messrs. Adamson, Bell & Co. for having 
prosecuted the case, and we sincerely trust 
that their good example will be generally 
adopted by the Foreign Hongs.—The 
Herald also hears that a body of Chinese 
troops are about to be moved from the 
North, to Amoy, intended for operation in 
Formosa, and that they will pass through 








Foochow en route. Some years since a 
similar thing occurred, and those who 
were in Foochow then’ speak very badly 


of the character of the men. Their 
behavior in the villages round was re-

nee and robbery being of daily occurence. 
‘They were coustantly about the hill in noisy 
crowds, appearing ever ready to insult 
foreigners, had they dared to do so. They 
went staring about our houses, and into 
the compounds. On one or tivo occasions, 
when the gates were closed to keop them 
out, they threw stones over the walls, and 
elled insultingly. ‘Though no actual col- 
ision occ red, ‘any indiscretion on the 
part of a foreigner would certainly have 
caused a serious one, Fearing that the 
discipline of the Chinese army has scarcely 
improved so that the men now expected 
it prove much superior to those. above 
referred to, the Herald suggests that H. 
M. gunboat should come up from Pagoda 
anchorage to overawe them. It anticipates 
no worse consequences from their advent 
than a temporary annoyance ; still it is 
right to point out, that some trouble 
ible, and that. we should take what 
means we can, to be prepared for 
Bishop Harris, of the American Methodist 
Episcopal Church, arrived from Shanghai 
on the 30th ulto., accompanied by Rev. 
Dr. Waugh, of India, Rev. R. C. Houghton

His 
tact and unremitting attention in conduct- 
ing a business of. this kind have passed 
into a proverb in the chief districts of 
Kwangtung ; consequently, applicants to 
emigrate will turn up by scores. At 
the close of the season he will doubt- 
less give to the public some inter- 
esting details. Placards have been 
posted up throughout the length and 
breadth of this metropolis, apprising the 
people that chuchi ships have ‘cut sticks” 
from Whampoa by order of the Viceroy, 
who has followed the example of the Hong- 
koug Governor.

craft, By the 8th instant the students 
will have completed writing their essays 
and will be let out of the Examination 
Hall.

HONGKONG. 
The principal feature of Hongkong news 
seems to be the presence of a tiger in the 


colony. Its foot-prints have been seen 
in the Happy Valley, and it has eaten 
sundry dogs in Little Hongkong. The 
China Mail says that villagers assert that 
it has committed depredations on their live 
stock, especially pigs and dogs.

They say the 
tiger visited their village and devoured two 
dogs in one day, one in the morning and 
one in the evening, leaving only the heads 
of the poor animals. On the first occasion 
the villagers turned out with matchlocks 
and other weapons to drive away the vora- 
cious beast, and those who aver they havo 
seen it, give the size of tho animal’ as 
weighing nearly three piculs—The Amori- 
can bark Adella has been sold for $4,500.— 
The Daily Press hears that the Agamemnon

‘MANILA. 


A good deal of excitement. has prevailed 
in the foreign community of Manila in 
consequence of the capture of two German 
vessels—the Gazelle and the Maria Louise 
—by the Spanish gunboats, in a most dis- 
reputable part of the Sooloo Coast. Tho 
Captains were charged with selling arms 
and munitions of ‘war to the Moorish pi- 
rates of Sooloo, with whom the Spaniards 
are at war. The supercargo, Mr. Field, 
the Captains and crows, are all at liberty, 
but the vessels are confiscated and will be 
sold for the benefit of the captors. The 
Consuls of Great Beiiaia and Germany hare 

rotested against the proceedings, but the 
Bovernor-General, ‘Sr. Alaminos, is deter- 
mined to show an example and to put down 
with a strong arm all attempts to assist the 
jirates against the Spaniards. For the 
last thirty years these pirates have waged 
a continuous war with the Spaniards, many 
‘of whose vessels they captured, treating 
the crews with much brutality. ‘The Ma- 
nila papers are forbidden to speak a word 
‘on this subject, as the censores, forseeing 
difficulties in the political horizon, are tin- 
willing to bear theirshare of responsibility. 
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The Daily Press is informed that the 
statement that the Maria Louise was seized 
Decauso she was carrying arms, is erroneous. 
Te appears that she had only a cargo of 
miscellaneous articles and manufactured 
goods, for trading among the Islands 
of Palawan, Sooloo, Borneo, &e. She 
cleared from Hongkong for Singapore, 
and was some fifteen miles off Sooloo 
when she was boarded and seized by 
by an armed crew from a Spanish gunboat, 
and had not been at Sooloo at the time at 
all. She was towed by the guuboat to an 
anchorage between Pangasinan and Moran- 
ges Island, and afterwards taken to Manila, 
where, on the 24th September, a so-called 
Admiralty Court condemued her as legiti- 
mate prize, without allowing the Consuls, 
‘or any representative, to be present. Her 
cargo had not been’ examined, and her 
hatches had been kept on and sealed. It 
is right also to mention that no notifica~ 
tion of any blockade of the Sooloo Islands 
has been published here. The China Mail 
says, further :—The two vessels were taken 
as selling arms to the Sooloo folks, which 
they (the Germans) deny ; they were taken 
to Cavite (the port of Manila), where they 
now are, and condemned a8 prizes; the 
crews were released, but not before the 
supercargo of one (a Mr, Field, well known 
here), and the Captain, escaped to their 
respective Consuls, who ‘took them under 
their protection. The Captain-General is 
furious about it, as he would have let them 
go like ‘the others liad they not escaped. 
‘The vessels declare they were 16 miles from 
the Sooloos, and according to law no block- 
ade can extend more than 9; again they 
say the Spaniards had declared no blockade. 
‘The British Consul at Manila is Mr. Coates, 
acting. —Capt. C, Buchanan, of the British 
Darque Luzon, lately arrived in Manila from 
Saigon, met with a fatal accident on leav- 
ing his vessel for the shore. Owing to a 
strong current and boisterous sea, the 
boat capsized and he was thrown into the 
water and drowned. The boat’s crew, 
three Malay seamen, remained on the 
sized boat and were picked up in an 
exhausted condition.—Three smart shocks 
of earthquake were felt in Hocos Sur at 
short intervels ; the first two shocks were 
‘of some intensity, and the last one very 
mild and of short duration. No damage 
was done, but the inhabitants, panic- 
stricken, ran pell-mell in every direction, 
crying for mercy.—Very boisterous wea- 
ther continues to prevail all through the 
Southern Coast of the Archipelago. De- 
structive downpours, overflowing of rivers, 
and furious winds’ are reported every 
day by the Gobernadocillos.—The Diario 
says Uiat the first prize of the Manila 
lottery, drawn on the 11th September, 
was awarded to ticket No. 6829, 
which was sent either to Hongkong or 
Shanghai. During the last twelve months 
$85,000 in prizes were paid for tickets sold 
in China, and as the total value of all 
tickets sold for same destination, during 
same period, only amounted to $35,000, 
China ticket buyers have derived a net 

rofit of $50,000.—Mianila is about to be 
lighted by gas. A contract for a certain 
number of years, with a subsidy from the 
Government, has been submitted for their 
consideration.—A conflagration and the 
usual pligue of locusts are reported from 
Batangas.—In Dumalag, during a severe 
thunderstorm, an electric discharge set 
fire to a schoolhouse, which was com- 
pletely destroyed,—In Nueva Ecija, during 
the samo visitation, the large bell of the 
Cathedral was struck by lightning and 
split into thousands of pieces.

The Gazette says among the provincial news 
in the native papers, is a paragraph stating 
that two persons were condemned to im- 
prisonment with hard labour, for crimes 
committed. In the case of one, his son, 
a boy of 11 years of age, in the other, a 
daughter aged 17 years, petitioned that 
they might be allowed to endure the pun- 
ishient for their respective fathers.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GazeTTES. 
Sept. 20th.—Hing Lin, Kwangko and 

others (Tartars) lay certain facts before the 

‘Throne, praying for the Imperial will. 

‘A pensioned soldier, Lien-hsi, had stolen 
his way at break of day through the Ou 
‘Men—Palace Gate—and had attempted to 
commit suicide by cutting his throat at the 
side of the Hwei Bridge. The keeper of 
the keys reported the case, aud-it appears 
that the man had been instigated by revenge 
to commit the act. His younger brother 
Sung-an had been surety for a certain sim 
for which he became liable. The sureties 
pressed him so remorselessly for indemnifi- 
cation thath led himself, and Lien-shi 
adopted the present expedient to make 
known his brother's injuries, Although 
Lien-shi was prompted by grievance to this 
act, he had, notwithstanding, legal meaus 
of redress at the proper Courts, and was 
guilly of great misdeueanour when enter- 
ing the forbidden gates. Such practices 
must not be allowed to grow, and it appears 
right to beg for an Imperial order requiring 
the’proper Board to examine rigidly into 
the case and adjudge accordingly.—The 
Imperial will has already been notified. 

(2) Tso Tsung-tang gives further inci- 
dents from the late seat of war in Kansuh, 
A certain mounted Rebel chief, who escaped 
last year from the meshes of the law, has 
since been leading his hardy followers— 
about thirty horsemen in all—availing of 
every opportunity to plunder and rob. 
Their guerilla movements have been sin- 





















gularly difficult to track, and although 
watched and pursued day and night fy 
combined forces, only a few of their number 
were for a long time captured and beheaded. 
‘The leader still remained at large, a source 
of continued anxiety. On the night of the 
thirteenth of the sixth moon, General Chang 
Chung-chun, commanding. the ‘Tsung-chin 
Division, ascertained that the band had 
penetrated to Ta-tung village. Orders 
were immediately given to the several 
camps at Ning-ho aud Tsi-chah to collect 
their forces and cut the Rebels off ; while 
the General himself led his cavalry towards 
their old quartering place Chang-fun- 
chwang. From thence he followed them to 
Na-leh-chi, where at break of day the 
Rebel chief Yang-kiah-yin-shih, with several 
horsemen, were

Chang-chung- 
chun spurred his horse, and rushed forward 


in pursuit. The Rebels opened fire, and 
Captain Lin Hwan-chang succumbed to tho 
attack, being hit by a bullet. Chang-chung- 
chun’s spirit was further roused, and 
urging on his steed he came in direct 
collision with Yang-kiah-yin-shih, ‘The 
latter fell from his horse, Chang-chung- 
chun seized it, but the Rebel chief jumped 
on another steed and fled, Chang-chung- 
chun mounted the horse he had seized and 
hotly pursued his enemy. At some dis- 
tance the Rebel with his followers were 
interrupted by a deep creek which their 
horses—being’untrained—could not clear, 
Fortunately, at this moment, a detachment 
of Imperial horse came up to the support 
and, attacking them with a tremendous 
onslaught from the side, they beheaded in 
the conflict several men and took prisoners 
Yang-kiah-yin-shih and two others. Chang- 
chung chun immediately sent one of them, 
Ma-chau-tsin, to the official Shuh-yuh 
at Chan-ho-chen, and brought. the other 
two to Lan-chen.” Your s

SAIGON. 
‘We reprint from the Daily Press, a trans- 
ations of an address to the Saigon Cham- 
ber of Commerce, by its Chairman, M. 
Dierx, which gives interesting information 
regarding the position of the colony. 

“None of you are unaware of the difficul- 
ties of European commerce, and chiefly of 
‘French commerce in Cochin China, 

Notwithstanding the energy, the perse- 
verance, and the intelligent efforts of our 
merchants, wo have witnessed during the 
past four-years the disappearance of more 
than ten houses, who were engaged in im- 
portation and exportation at Saigon. 

At the same time, at the commencement, 
people had established themselves full of 
confidence, because they had faith in the 
fature of the country. Everybody believed 
in its rapid development, and, on the 

trength of this belief, brought to bear all 
his pains, and employed all the resources 
which lie had at his disposition, + secure 
a solid and durable standing for the house 
which he had created. 

But instead of the success on which it is 
the right always to reckon, when one has 



































aceepted the sacrifices of exile in a far 
country, under an unhealthy climate, in 
the midst of a population with manners so 
different from ours, in the ureat majority 
of instances we witness a failure. 

Houses in large numbers have disap- 
peared, without their disappearance causing 
greater prosperity to those which have 
survived, and certainly it is neithér to 
foolish enterprises nor extravagant ex- 
penses, nor to want of foresight on the 
part of the partners, that we can attribute 
the fall of these houses ; for, with one or 
two exceptions, we may say to the credit 
of commercial men in Saigon, that they 
have always shown themselves prudent 
and wise, What, then, is the cause of 
this state of affairs? You know it. It is 
the insufliciency of business consequent at 
once on the absence of production by the 
colony of articles of exportation for Europe, 
and on the small consumption in Cochin 
China of European goods and articles. 
‘Those who have established themselves at 
Saigon eight or ten years, reckoned, as 
we have said above, on the development 
of the country, especially from the point 
of view of French commerce. 

‘They hoped that the European popula- 
tion would augment, and that its presence 
inthis country would introduce, among 
the Asiatics, a taste for, and want of, 
European merchandise ; they also thought 
our relations for the exportation of rice 
would not be bounded only by China, but 
would continue regularly to develop them- 
selves with the islands of Mauritius, Re- 
union, and with Europe. 

‘These hopes have not been realised. The 
European population, far from augment- 
ing, diminishes every day, and the importa- 
tions from France, which furnish busi- 
ness to many houses, havemuchdiminizhed, 
and are, at the present day, reduced to a 
very small figure. The importation of rice 
by the islands and Europe, which was very 
active five years ago, has at present entirely 
ceased. It was necessary, in order to pre- 
serve these relations permanently, to send 
to these markets well prepared-rice ; but 
despite all our efforts, we have not suc- 
ceeded in teaching the natives to thresh 
and clean the grain in a better manner. 

On another side, French industry, which 
has endeavoured ‘to realise this ‘progress 
amidst such great difficulties that after 
four years we do not seo it developing, is 
limited to two staples, to which the vro- 
auction ap) ittle ‘in proportion with 
the sacrifices made up to the present time ; 
end besides, does not at the moment exceed 
5,000 tons ; a quantity relatively insigni- 
ficant in comparison to our exportation. 

The rice of Saigon has no real outlet be- 
sides China. 

Limited to China, the business in rico is 
almost entirely in ‘the hands of Chinese 
merchants ; and it is impossible: for us to 
get clear of them. Some foreign houses in 
this place take a part in these exportations 
themselves, thanks to English, American 
or German connections, which we want 
entirely. 

‘There are scarcely any French houses in 
China, and we know of none engaged in 
the rice trade. 

Another cause also adds to our dif- 
ficulties, the substitution of steamers for 
sailing vessels. 

Up to the present, at least, and as long 
as the transport was made in sailing ves- 
sels, although we were excluded from the 
business in rice,—of which the production, 
it must be admitted, took a great develop- 
ment, seeing that from 1,000,000 piculs in 
1862’ it has risen now to 5,000,000—we 
hhad at least the satisfaction of seeing the 
transport made to a considerable extent in 
French vessels. Of 300,000 tons which 
form the present exportation, about 75,000 
were sent in our ships. This was some 
satisfaction’ to our national pride, and some 
profit for our ships and houses. 

‘At the present day, an almost complete 
transformation has taken place, with pro- 









































digious rapidity ; foreign navigation in 
steamers, which we may say is even now 
only at its commencement in the China 
Sea, at once took possession of the trade. 
Navigation in sailing vessels, overconie by 
inevitable circumstances, is daily retiring, 
and our French vessels are deserting these 
seas, carrying with them the only interest 
which France still found in its great posses- 
sion of Indo-China. 

We need not despair if there were a 
likelihood of our sailing vessels being 
shortly replaced by steamers; but we do 
not see that in France they are following 
the movement of transformation which is 
making such great progress with our rivals. 
Onr export amounts to 12,000,000f. in 
freight. Before long this 12,000,000F. will 
be entirely taken by foreign ‘merchant 
vessels. Such, gentlemen, is the state of 
affairs, in the point of view of the purely 
French commerce of our place: importa- 
tion insignificant, exportation nothing ; 
navigation already compromised, and by 
to-morrow probably lost. 

In a word, French commerce is withont 
present and without future, in a French 
possession. 

It would seem useful, gentlemen, that 
the Chamber of Commerce, after having 
proved this state of affairs, should repre- 
sent it to the Government, and invite it to 
adopt measures for preventing its becom: 
ing woree, and all to ameliorate it, 

‘After having pointed ont the fact, and 
its causes, it is our duty to endeavour to 
find by what means it may be possible to 
remedy it, and to furnish to the languish- 
ing French Commerce new elements of 
prosperity. 

These elements 3 the incontesti- 
ble richness of the soil—richness which is 
proved by the progress of the culture of 
rice, of which the production his increased 
in ten years in the proportion of one to 
five ; but if this remarkable progress con~ 
tinues, it will in no way touch the evil 
pointed out, as our French commerce 
draws nothing from the increase. ‘The ex- 
portation will continue to be made in for- 
eign vessels, and almost exclusively to the 
profit of the Chinese. 

We state here a very sad truth ; it is 
that in its present state, Cochin China is 
a colony for Chinese and foreignors. 

Is it rational that the French Govern- 
ment should continue to keep up at such 
great expense so large a staff of troo 
and functionaries, in order to have a colo- 
ny for the benefit of Chinese and for- 
eigners? 

Saigon is necessary to our Government 
vessels in the China seas ; but has France 
only an idea of making’ Cochin China a 
military station? She ought certainly to 
have another object in occupying this vast 
country—that of making ita great com- 
mercial centre, 

Immense sacrifices of men and money 
have been made to assure the existence of 
the colony; and at the samo time, after 
twelve years during which Saigon has been 
established, wo come to recognize that we 
are not advancing, and that our prosperity 
is only apparent. We spend every year 
14,000,000. or 15,000,000f., which’ we 
draw from the colony itself, without the 
colony profiting directly, "and without 
France finding compensation for its ex- 
penses in the exchange of productions, 
which ought to be the principal cbject of 
all colonies, 

To ask of the soil new productions, such 
as coffee, sugar, indigo, pepper, sessamums, 
silk, cocoa, seems to us to be the only way 
by which we can advance. 

‘These productions, as is known, onr soil 
would not refuse, as its fecundity’ is great ; 
cultivators only are wanting. 

Some bold Freuch colonists, whose energy 
and perseverance we cannot praise too 
much, have not feared to venture on this 
new way. 

But under this trying climate, the Eu- 
ropean can only direct and supervise the 
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operations, only in enterprises where cap- 
ital is required, can he be of use; and, up 
to the present time, unfortunately European 
capitalists have shown themselves in such 
small number that we cannot base any 
hopes upon tlem. Let us respect these ef- 
forts, and urge the Government to encour- 
age and aid them; but let us turn our eyes 
to another side. ‘What side, then? To the 
side of the Annamites we would like to, 
but two truths stand out from our ex- 
perience of the country, namely, that 
the one hand the Annamite population is 
not numerous enough ; and, on the other 
hand, that they live happily and without 
wants ; some on little pieces of land of 
their own, others in boats ; and are incited 
to work neither by necessity nor by a 
sufficient desire of gain. The Annamites 
are apathetic, and confine themselves to 
the culture of their rice. 

We are, therefore, brought to address 
ourselves to the neighbouring countries of 
China and India, which, as is well known, 
have-overflowing populations, aud to pro- 
pose n general measure which would open 
the lurge way of this colony to emigrants 
from thes two countries. We say **gene- 
rally,” in the sense that the measure should 
distinguish no race, aud that the European, 
if he desire to profit by it, should be ad~ 
mitted on the same footing’ as any other. 

But it is especially the Chinese clement 
which we have in view, because the Chi- 
nese here are almost at home, and are 
already in sufficient numbers to attract 
other of their compatriots to come. ‘The 
country is not unknown, and the climate 
not objectionable to them, and their man- 
ners converge most with those of the na- 
tives, so much so, that a colonization by 
Chinese in our midst is the only one which 
appears to offer any real chance of success. 

‘e have the more confidence in this 
emigration of Chinese, as we see it 
carried on, on a large scale, for distant 
countries, such as Havannah, Callao, San 
Francisco, and Australia, under conditions 
certainly ‘much less advantageous than 
those which could be offered here. We 
know, in fact, that they ordinarily leave 
for those countries which they do not 
know, only when bound by severe engage- 
ments of long duration, It is, therefore, 
reasonable to suppose that these same 
Chinese would prefer to go to Cochin 
Ohins, so near to their country, and ha 
frequent and easy communication with it, 
as they would know that they could enter 
it freely to occupy the svil, and work un- 
der the protection of our laws. If, up to 
the present, this emigration has been with- 
out importance, it is because it has been 
pushed aside by an impost placed upon it 
from its commencement—an impost often 
‘yory heavy for a man who leaves his coun- 
try only because he does not there possess 
the means of subsistence. It has been 
limited also to Chinese merchants, and 
those who work for them. It is, on the 
contrary, agricultural labourers that we 
wish to introduce, and whom it is desi 
ablo to attract, not only by entirely fre 
their entry, but also by offering them con- 

ns of land, which they, may choose, 
with a title not onerous at least during a 
certain number of years, and, if necessary, 
@ gratuitous and definite right of occu- 
pation. 

‘Two classes of emigrants present them- 
selves, those who would come to place 
their services at the disposition of others 
more fortunate than themselves, and those 
who would work on their own account. 

The condition of the first might be re- 
gulated by the tax on labour, which we 
owe to our present Governor, Ad 
Dupré. The conditions of the others 
‘would be the subject of new measures to 
‘be taken in the form of fresh taxes. 

It is not our business to indicate these 
measures, but we may be permitted simply 
to state that they should be imposed in as 
liberal a spirit as possible, and that it would 
not be desirable to stop at considerations 



















































of a sacrifice on the part of the Govern- 
ment. The Government would find, later 
on, ample recompense for what it did, if it 
succeeded in carrying out the object which 
we have indicated. An objection might 
certainly be made that the colony would be 
completely in the hands of Chinese, and 
that troubles might result in consequence. 
We answer that, in bringing the Chinese 
and Annamiies together, the dangers of 
coalition would diminish, and that the in- 
terest of these new colonists would ensure 
obedience to our law, and attachment to 
property would be a guarantee for our 
tranquil 

In our opinion, the measures to be taken 
by the Government should be based upon 
a large scale, as, if this introduction of 
Iaborremained limited tosmall proportions, 
the end would not be obtained. One of 
the means which we permit ourselves to 
suggest is to make known by the voice of 
our consuls in China, and also directly to 
the Chinese Government, the advantages 
which would come to further the uew cul- 
tivation which we desire, and which can 
alone re-establish our relations with Europe. 

Otherwise, we see ourselves condemned 
to descend to the rank of our least favoured 
colonies, and to see our last French Colon- 
ists soon abandoning us. On the other hand, 
if we enter resolutely on the way proposed, 
it would be to the benefit of the whole 
world, and chiefly to that of the Govern- 
ment, which would later on obtain an 
augmentation of its receipts of all kinds, 
and be able even to create for itself new 
resources; to that of commerce, which 
would at once find in consequence rich 
elements of exchange, other than rico, 
and which would then be really encouraged. 

We often hear the idea thrown out of 
the creation of an_ agricultural bank, 
patronized by the Government, to give 
to agriculture and_its developments the 
of action. This question should be 
fered later. Such a bank, we think, 
would be founded of itself so soon as it 
found its interest and security ; as to the 
support of Government, no one-can doubt 
that it would be sure to record it in 
‘advance to an enterprise so useful. 

‘To resume : it is not possible to continue 
longer the existing stagnation without 
making some attempt to get out of it; the 
position is serious, and the future causes 
us anxiety. In saying that without agri- 
ulture and without commerce no progress 
8 possible for our colony, we are only 
uttering a well-known trath. Great works 
are projected, of which we have heard 
mention, and while recognising the utility 
of these works, we may be permitted to 
ask if it is not by modifying actual re- 
sources that it is desired to clear off the 
debts which the colony will contract. 

With the system which we propose, we 
might hope that, in five or six years, new 
branches of revenue would have been 
created, of more value than those of 
the fatms of opium, gambling, brandy, 
rice, &e. 

‘This report has for its object to set forth 
before our Governor a yiew in which the 
future of the country is concerned. This a 
suitable occasion to ‘make him aware also 
of another view, which has engaged our 
attention for a long time. It is that 
France should have in Tonquin at least, a 
point which could permit our commerce to 
plant itself in that country. The occupa- 
tion even in part of Tonquin is considered 
by everybody here as the necessary corol- 
lary of the establishment of France in 
Cochin China. This country, which is said 
to be much more healthy than ours, con- 
tains rich productions, which would at 
once take the route for Europe. It would 
receive our support, and assure to our com- 
merce a sound future. 

‘The European we know cannot live long 
in this perfidious climate, which every year 
costs many lives to France. Every two 
months transports take home a large num- 
ber of sick—how many never see their 


























homes again? The civil clement is not 
more spared than the military. 

In business, a grave question occupies 
us, and torments us without ceasing. Itis 
that of our health, How can we under- 
take operations of long duration, when one 
oes not know if one will be able to follow 
them out to their conclusion? We might 
cite many of our associates and friends, 
adventurous and enterprising spirits, who, » 
after some years of hard working, full of 
anxiety, have been obliged to leave in- 
stantly, sent away by sickness, abandoning 
their business and all the possessions whi 
they had so dearly acquired, 

Many have died ; those who have recov- 
ered their health have been little disposed 
to come back to us. It seems, therefore, 
useful to have in ‘Tonquin, which is only 
two days’ journey from this place, a spot 
where Europeans can recover from the de- 
Dilitating effects of the climate of Saigon, 
while still able to carry on their busine: 

We do not ignore the great and numer- 
ous difiiculties which surround this pro- 
ject; but we hope they will not frighten 
orities, and that they will be able 
it; as for us, on these seas, this 
is the future of France,

time the mud-flat now existing would extend 
in front. Opinions differ amongst professional 
authorities as to the best means of guarding 

jinst mud deposits, but it would seem 
tat'a good scour at any threatened. point is 
effective in preventing such deposits. Such a 
scour at the Soochow Creek mouth, the Muni- 
cipal Engineer is satisfied can only be obtained 
by the line the Council have submitted to you. 

‘Presuming therefore that he is correct, the 
formation of a mud flat. at the creek mouth 
would necessarily interfere with the free 
passage into it, and compel boats to take a 
courso very nearly the same as that shown in 
‘the Municipal plan.

A violin solo 
of the modern German school was sub- 
tituted, and most effectively rendered, and 
indeed was as good a pis aller as could pos- 
sibly be found, The accomplished player 
received a cordial encore, aud all were 
delighted to welcome back to our musical 
circles an artist who has in days gono by 
contributed so much to the success of 
Concerts, 

‘pearance of the next performer, 
a Indy, was the signal for enthusiastic 
applause. Mozart's beautiful air, perhaps 
the finest_song in his finest. opera, 
famous ‘*Vedrai Carino,” was the piece 
selected, and though it’ involved many 
difficulties, was rendered with great skill 
and taste, 4 little nervousness, by no 
means ungraceful, which was manifest at 
theoutset, speedily disappearedas thesinger 
got into ‘the spirit of the song, and the 
closing passage was given with such

that had been formed of both. Indeed we 
think that, if this was not the piece we 
deom best, it certainly was so in the opinion 
of the audience. Most kindly complying 
with a hearty encore, they sang another 
duot from the opening scene of the same 
opera. The first part of the programme 
was bronght to a conclusion with the ever 
fresh choruses ‘Das Kirchlein” and “Der 
froho Wandersmann,” the first of which 
wo nover heard better sung, but in the 
cond we are bound to say we thought the 
singing slightly unsteady and the upper 
notes of the first tenors somewhat harsh. 
The gradations of light end shade were 
not sufficiently menagé, the transitions 
from forte to piano and vice versa being 
too sudden snd abrupt, to our insular 
taste.

POLICE COURT. 


Shanghai, Oct., 10th, 
Before R. A. Mowat, Esq.

Ambrose Spark was charged with being 
drunk and disorderly, and with assaulting a 
‘coolie in the employ of the French Fire Bri- 
gade. George Staples and Henry Pacey were 
charged with interfering with the police in 
the execution of their duty. 

Tn reply to the charge, Spark said he was 
riding ona horse through the American Set- 
tlement on the previous afternoon, when his 
hat fell off, It was picked up by a China- 
man who ran off with it; he afterwards found 
the hat in a straw shed close by. Subse- 
quently he was in the French Concession, 
and saw the same Chinaman engaged with the 
Fire Brigade. He then asked him why he 
had not returned his hat to him, and struck 
him in the face. ‘The coolio fel! down, and, 
in consequence, his nose bled a little, but the 

had made it much worse by’ rubbing 
jood all over his face. About the same 
time a French constable came up and_hit 
him on the back of the neck with his staff or 
sword, he could not tell what, and’he was 
taken into custody. 

‘Srapies and Pacsy gave a similar account 
of the incident in the French Concession, and 
admitted having intérfered to save their com- 
rade.

Yodking at the ‘merits of the case, it was 
evident that Sparks was the worse for drink, 
for he had stated most positively in hig evi: 
dence that the coolie he struck was not dressed 
in uniform, when it had been proved that 
he was wearing his uniform, which was of a 
blue colour, at the time. In the case which 
came before him the other day, he had infliet- 
ed.a fine of $10 or in default one month's’ im- 
prisonment ; in this case he felt it his duty 
to fine Spark $5, or in default fifteen days’ 
imprisonment, .

Paamonrary v. REED. 
Judgrnent. 

This action is brought upon a promissory 
note at six months given by C. H. Hutchings 
to the Petitioner, and endorsed by the Defen- 
dant. ‘This endorsement was made prior to 
any other endorsement, and was given becau: 
the Petitioner refused ‘to accept the note in 
part settlement of a claim upon Hutchings 
unless it should be so indorsed. The Maker 
of the note has made default thereupon, and 
the Petitioner endeavors to recover from the 
Endorsor. 

‘The Defondant’s answer sets forth that he 
is not responsible to the Petitioner for the 
following reasons :— 

Tat.—That the note was not presented upon 
its due date to the Bester 

2nd.—That no legal protest for non-pay- 
ment bas been mdee © 4 

3rd.—That the note has never been pre- 
sented to the Defendant or his Attorney in the 
form demanded by law, and no formal notice 
has ever been given to him that the Drawer 
refused payment. 

4th.—That the Defendant is discharged from 
his linbility on the note as Surety, by the 
fact that the Petitioner gave time to the 
Drawer after the due date, 

5th,—That the Defendant could have in- 
demnified himself against the Drawer, had no- 
tice been given to him as the law directs. 

The facts appear to be that the Petitioner 
applied to the Drawer of the note about the 
time that it fell due, and at the request of the 
Drawer forbore pressing for paymeut for about 
‘a month, At the expiration of this time he 

jain applied for payment and was informed 
that the Drawer was unable to pay. He then 
made search for the Defendant and learned 
that he was absent and that Mr. J. H. Wisner 
‘was his Attorney. The Attorney upon appli- 
cation being made to him responded that he 
had no funds. ‘The Petitioner applied to the 
‘Defendant upon his return to Shanghai a year 
Tater, and was informed that the Drawer would 
meet the note. ‘The Drawer failed to do this, 
and tho Petitioner has been unable to collect 
from either the Drawer or the Defendant to 
this moment. 

‘The Defendant takes up in the transaction 
the position and responsibilty ofa Guarantor. 
As such he can be held as the Maker of the 
note, entitled to no other or further notice 
than the Maker would be entitled to, or as a 
Guarantor entitled to no other or further no- 
tice than a Guarantor in any ordinary matter 
of guarantee. ‘The consideration granted by 
tho Petitioner in accepting the note originally, 

to be sufficient Co. moet the requ 
of the Statute of Frauds. It is not 
strictly alleged nor does it, seem as a matter 
of fact likely, ‘that the delay of one or two 
months between the due date of the note and 
the time of application ‘to Defendant's At- 
torney was an unreasonable delay, or sch as 
would prejudice the Endorser as’ Guarantor. 
As Maker, no delay would release him, except- 
ing such as would outlaw the note by limita- 
tion of time. 

T therefore direct the Defendant to pay to 
the Petitioner the sum of ‘Three Hundred 
Taels and interest at 12 % since the Sth da; 
of October, 1871. ‘The cost of this action wil 
also be paid by the Defendant.

QYPHOON AT YOKOHAMA, 


(Japan Herald.) 

‘The splendid summer we have just passed 
through has been one of the finest and healthi- 
est. ever experienced since foreigners came to 
Japan, and it seemed asif it were to pass away 
quietly, without giving us any taste of the ele- 
mental war with which the hot weather gene- 
rally departs. ‘This, however, was not to be, 
and yesterday we had a tyhpoon—moderate 
as compared with many former ones, but still 
atyhpoou—accompanied by a storm of rain 
suchas we very rarely have. The rain began to 
fall gently, on Monday morning early, (22nd 
Sept.) and about midday increased toa heavy 
ur, Which did not abate for one instant for 27 
ours; and very few houses in the Settlement 








or on the Bluff escaped the inconvenience of 
leaking roofs and the like. But we regret to 
tell that the damage done by the rain bas been 
very great. All the plains for miles round were 
flooded to the very tops of the rice plants ; and 
the brooks, streams and rivers, were only dis- 
tinguishable by the rapid flow of water in 
their course, amid the comparative stillness of 
the Iakes formed by the inundation. At the 
Homoco end of the Bluffalandslip took place, 
which buried several native houses completely, 
and of eight inmates, only six had been got 
out of the ruins up to 8 o'clock last night, all 
of whom were more or less hurt—but ‘here is 
no doubt the other two have been killed. Num- 

ers of men were digging them out, 
and worked away by the lighteet res. which 
were kept up, with the determination not to 
stop until they found the bodies. We hear of 
several other landslips—one at No. 23, Bluff, 
carried away the stables and bettoes’ houses. 
Several Japanese tenements were blown down 
at Ishikawa, but we hear of no loss of life 
from that quarter. ‘The district of Hatch0 
was entirely flooded, the inhabitants having 
to use boats to get to their houses. Carpen- 
ters, Plasterers, ‘Tile-makers, Paper-hangers 
and others will remember this as a red letter 





day. 

Tn the Harbour the only damage we hear 
of was caused by the M. M. steamer .Vil drag- 
ing her moorings: she fouled the barque 
jaucko, carrying away her jibboom, bowsprit, 
figure-head, ‘and cutwater, and doing other 
damage. Indced on this occasion the floods 
have done far more injury than the wind, 
though that leaves plenty of evidences of its 
fury. The storm was at its height about 
noon, and had quite subsided by 3 p.m. We 
have been favored with the following dat 
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floods, it was thought prudent to discontinui 
the ordinary forenoon passenger trains, until 
a thorough examination had been made of the 
line and works. The result was found to be 
‘satisfactory; the line has nowhere been in- 
jured, and this afternoon trains ran as usual.

“Tho last report concerning the two wrecked 
steamers is encouraging as regards the sur- 
vivors, but it also gives the sad intelligence 
of the loss of sixteen of the crew of the 
pore, including the master and all the officers 
except two, "The intelligence has been gained 
by the Dalhousie, which was despatched from 
Aden to the scene of the wrecks, with a detail 
of Native Infantry and a stock of supplies, as 
speedily as possible, "We are not told how 
the sixteen men camo by their deaths, but, 
notwithstanding that thenativeslatterly treated 
the unfortunate crews with kindness, their 
conduct at first was the very reverse, and as 
no mention was then made of any loss of life, 
it seems as if the men had been murd 
Bat all speculation is idle in the absence of a 
Jartcle of information about the eatastrophe- 

‘he following telegram has been placed at 
our disposal by Captain Giles, Acting Superi 
tendent of Marine :—*Tell Forbes Dalhousie 
returned with thirty-four survivors from Singa- 
pore and three from Kwangchow. Ships 
complete wrecks. Sixteen hands of Singapore 
Jost, including master and all but two officers. 
Natives treated our people with great kindness, 
‘and have been rewarded. ” 

















A rising wind and a falling barometer on 
‘Thursday evening last (2nd October) made the 
Weather wise prophecy “a nasty night,” and 
thay wore right | Before midnight, the baro- 
mater had fallen from about 30 to 29, 

inches, and a galo was raging from the nor! 
ward, which continued with varying intensity 
‘and accompanied by heavy ain throughost 
fhe night, and although ia the morning the 
rain almost ceased, the wind continued to 
blow with little abatement of his violence till 
midday. All ship work in the harbor was 
stopped up to that time, and the departure 
of the P. M. steamer New York was delayed 
till further notice. The most serious damage 
that has happened on the Concession is the 
complete wreck of the recently erected go- 
down on Jot 96, which collapsed at about 10 
o'clock yesterday morning, and now is nothing 
but a shapeless mass of beams, tiles and plas- 
fer, supported by the goods that were inside. 
Tho roof of the Protestant Church bas again
